By  this  conjoint  o- 
peration,  the  comforts  of  necessity  and 
the  conveniences  of  luxury,  are  attained, 
and  human  life  gratified  by  the  bounties 
of  a benevolent  providence. 

But  as  nature  is  extremely  whinifical 
in  her  difpenfations,  it  it  certainly  the 
height  of  wifdom  to  guard  agaiiift  their 
effjdl,  and  ihdeed  to  make  advantage  up- 
on h.)norable~g rounds,  of  fuch  an  ordina- 
tion of  things.  In  fome  countries  and 
in  fome  feafnis,  the  fly,  the  tempeft  or 
the  drought,  make  havoc  in  the  produc- 
tiorrs  of  the  foil,  and  prevent  the  necef- 
fary  wants  of  nature  Trora  being  fup- 
plipd.  At  other  feafons,  war  may  (hut 
up  the  cuftomary  aventi  5 of  fupport  for 
extenfive  communities  ; or  turn  com- 
merce out  of  its  uftial  channnel.  Thefe 
things  have  happened  in  the  world, 
from  the  beginning  of  fociety  : and  as 
l»>ng  as  there  are  human  paffions,  or  feem- 
ing  contrarities  in  nature,  they  will  for- 
o^-r  liuld  their  old  courfe. 

N-^m11  the  ufe  1 wifli  to  make  of 
thefe^Trflirks  is  to  lliew  the  farmer 


that  in  a few  years  would  fink  the  for- 
tune of  a farmer  in  the  Weftern  coun- 
tjy,  where  markets  are  but  yet  in  their 
infancy — At  leaft  he  could  not  expe£l 
to  thrive  as  fall,  as  where  he  was  adding 
something  every  year  to  the  ftock  of  his 
wealth  ; and  this  cannot  be  done  unlefs 
he  has  something  that  will  every  year 
command  a price. 

Another  beneficial  efTeift  of  this  plan 
will  be,  that  the  mercantile  capital  will 
be  kept  in  motion.  If  there  is  no  de- 
mand for  one  article  at  a foreign  market, 
each  year,  there  may  be  for  another. 
If  the  article  in  demand,  can  be  pro- 
cured with  facility  and  upon  moderate 
terms,  by  the  merchants  at  home 
he  will  embark  a part  of  his  ca- 
pital in  the  exportation  of  it.  By  this 
means  trade  is  not  permitted  to  languifh. 
Its  conftant  gdlivity  is  ablolutely  necef- 
fary  to  prevent  it  from  declining.  The 
farmer,  in  the  mean  time,  feels  all  the 
advantage  of  its  Heady  co-operation  wuh 
his  intereft.  ,

legiflature.

Medicus  or  the  fociety.  No  perfon  of 
common  underftanding  would  have  been 
impreffed  with  fuch  puerile,  bugbear  con- 
ceits. The  method  it  is  expeded  the 
legiflature  would  take  to  reguktte  the 
pradife  of  medicine,  is  to  a^^int  a 
committee  of  phyficians  of  undouV^ 
fkill  and  abilities,  who  fhall  examined 
the  candidates  for  the  pradife  of  medi- 
cine, and  if  upon  examination  they 
(hould  be  found  duly  qualified,  lhall  give 
them  a certificate  thereof,  and  licenfe  to 
pradife,  and  that  without  fuch  certifi- 
cate and  licenfe,  any  perfon  pradifing 
(hall  be  fubjed  to  fome  penalty.  Un- 
der this  regulation,  or  one  fimilaq 
how  can  there  be  a monopoly  of 
a privileged  fe^  of  phyficans  tttt 
elution  of  others  of  merit,  or 
that  fpirit  of  emulation  for  excellence 
be  at  all  diminiflied  ; How  can  men, 
who  are  really  phylicians,  who  are  quali- 
fied to  (land  the  teft  of  examination,  in 
any  refped  fuffer  in  reputation  or  in 
pradice  ? Have  not  all,  after  examina- 
tion, the  fame  advantages,  the  fame  pri- 
vileges in  pradife  ? 

All  men,  who  are  competent,  will  not 
thiiik.it  a hardfhip  in  fubmitting  to  this 
fimple  but  ufcful  ceremony,  to  obtain  an 
honorable  permiffioii  to  pradife ; but 
would  be  gratified  to  think  that  the  pub- 
lic have  made  a diftindion  between  me- 
rit and  demerit,  Et  that  the  former  is  du- 
ly refpeded  Scdefervedly  preferred.  None 
but  weak  & poor  minds  can  be  excluded 
by  this  regulation  ; and  in  this  perhaps 
confifts  that  exclufive  privilege  you  fo 
often  mentioned.  In  this  fenfe  I agree 
an  exclufive  privilege  is  granted,  not  to 
men  of  ignorance  and  meannefs,  as  you 
wifh  to  have  it,  but  to  all  men  of  talents 
and  worth.  This  oxclufive  privilege  is 
at  all  times  acceflable  to  men  of  merit, 
who  can  never  be  debarred  from  the  e 
joyinetit  of  it. 

If  the  learned  and  able  phyfician 
brought  down  to  a level  with  the  ignor; 
pretender,  both  to  have  the  fame  adv 
tage,  the  one  as  much  refpeded  a^l; 
ther,  a fpirit  of  emulation  will  rfoT  be  in 
creafed,  as  you  ignorantly  urge,  but 
would  be  dimifhed  infinitely,  if  not  entire- 
ly extinguilhed.  If  the  man  of  erudi- 
tion and  extenfive  medical  knowledge,  is 
not  more  encouraged,  not  more  honored 
and  refpeded  than  the  illiterate  empiric, 
what  can  be  an  inducement  for  men  to 
fpend  many  years,  all  the  firft  period  of 
their  lives  in  painful  lahour  and  fatijue 
of  mind,  to  qualify  themfelves 
much  and  ufeful  knowledge  of  the  ■R- 
feffion,  (luce  that  will  avail  them  no 
more  than  that  which  they  can  acquii^ 
by  (light  application  one  or  two  years. 
When  this  degraded  equality  becomes 
general  and  cuftomary,  every  one  who 
fhall  make  choice  of  the  profeffion  of 
iiedicine,  will  afk  himf'-lf  this  queftion  : 

‘ Why  fliould  1 fpend  fo  much  time  and 
money  and  make  fuch  violent  exertions 
of  mind,  (almoft  iiifupportable)  to  ac- 
quire great  knowledge,  fince  a much 


read,  in  ordef  to  know  Whether  he 
derflands  it,  whether  will  he  put  the  pu- 
pil to  the  trouble  of  writing  down  his 
thoughts  on  the  fubjed  and  prefenting 
them  to  the  fenfe  of  fight  before  his 
knowledge  can  be  afeertained.

When  an  accu- 
rate judge  of  law  willies  to  know  wh<- 
ther  the  young  praditioner  underftands 
a particular  point  in  law,  how  will  he 
do  it  if  not  by  alking  him  queftions  ? 
\nd  if  the  learned  and  experienced  phy- 
wifhes  to  know  whether  his  ftu- 
erftands  a particular  complaint, 
ufe  and  cure  for  that  complaint, 
jnwhat  manner  will  he  do  it  with  more 
recifion  than  by  queftions  and  anfwers  ?

fatisfadory,  and  lo  clearly  expofe  the 
abfiirdity  of  your  opinion  on  this,  * that 
time  and  paper  taken  lip  in  fSTTBer  cod 
plication  would  be  needlefsly  wafted.

Of  thq  many  errors  into  which, 
have  attempted  to  draw  the  illitS 
part  of  the  community,  I lhall  ni 
only  one  more,  viz.  “ That  the  pi 
can  best  judge  of  the  merit  of  fbysici- 
ans,  and  are  not  so  insane,  as  to  trust 
to  bad  bands  and  desert  the  good  ones." 
^■'his  principle  is,  in  itfelf  and  in  fad, 
egregioufly  wrong.  To  tell  me  that  the 
people  who  are  not  phyficians,  can  judgt 
of  medical  qualifications,  as  precifely  as 
individuals  good  proficients  in  the  fcience 
of  medicine,  is  as  prepofterotis  as  to  tell 
me  that  a man  who  never  read  a latin 
book,  can  judge  of  the  proficiency  of  a 
I.Htin  fcholar,  as  well  as  the  man  who 
has  taught  the  language  twenty  years. 
Although  the  people  mind  their  interest 
too  well  to  be  injucted  by  any  man  or 
swarms  of  men  in  practical  matt, 

Yet  if  the  principles  of  thofe  matter 
pradice  are  not  familiar  to  their  rnj 
they  are  very  liable  to  be  injured 
ceived  for  no  perfon  is  qualified  to  judge 
of  that  which  he  is  totally  unacquaint 
ed  with.  A man  who  never  law  fculp- 
tiire  or  painting,  certainly  cannot  judge 
of  the  merit  of  a performance  in  either 
of  thofe  arts,  fo  well  as  the  artift  or  fomt 
other  perfon,  who  has  been  in  great  lia- 
Iiit  of  obferving  and  judging  them. 
Neither  can  any  perfon  fo  well  and  fo 
quickly  afeertain  medical  qualifications, 
as  a phyfician. 

It  is  very  true  that  a complete  qua^k 
cannot  always  deceive  the  people — tKq 
will  in  time  be  undeceived  ; and  whpn 
e they  fee  their  error,  nobody  doubts 
It  they  will  withdraw  their  fupport 
Jaiid  defert  him.  Bat  before  this  lhall 
happen  how  much  injury  may  he  have 
done  ? how  many  peffons  has  he  haften- 
ed  from  the  ftage  of  exiftance  ? and  how 
many  more  has  he  brought  to  the  brink 
of  departure  ? 

Experience  verifies  hosv  difficult  it  is 
for  the  people  todiftinguifli  quacks  from 
phyficians,  and  how  apt  they  are  to  be 
duped  into  a belie'' ’of  the  eminent  of 
perfea  mountebanks  and  the  effi'rt 
of  their  quack  medicine.  To  prove  tiffs 
examples  almoft  without  number  might 
be  produced.  But  one  or  two  inftances 
will  fjffice  to  fliew  how  cafy  it  is  for 
quacks  to  deceive  and  impofe  upon  the 
people. 

The  fuccefs  of  the  German  impofter 
Mesmer,  who  completely  duped  the  peo- 
ple of  Germany  and  France,  is  a figt^I

vents,  and  that  thefe  ccnttrtd  in  the 
magnet,  which  he  afl'erted,  was  a good 
and  I'afe  remedy  againft  all  diicalrs  inci- 
dent to  the  human  body.  As  the  com- 
mon load  (lone  did  not  appear  to  him 
fufiicienrly  important  and  inyfterioiis,  he 
went  ftill  faither  : He  contiived  an  un- 
common one,  and  iiaincd  the  tfl:  ffa  of  it 
“ Animal  Magnctiliii.”  Afeiwards 
his  afl'umptioiis  were  ft. II  more  bold,  and 
he  proclaimed  every  wheie,  that  the 
power  of  this  fiiblle  fluid  was  centered 
in  Ins  own  perfon.  He  was  conftantly 
furrounded  with  clouds  of  invalids,  not 
only  from  the  neighborhood,  but  from 
the  furrouiiding  countries  and  nations, 
applying  for  relief  from  this  nostrum  or 
iinivcrral  reniedy.  Extraordinary  fuc- 
cefs attended  him  in  both  Germany  and 
Franc*,  not  only  one,  two,  three  or  four 
years,  but  many  ; in  which  time  he  a- 
mafTed  an  inimenfc  fortune.  But  at 
length  he  was  fufpc£led  of  inipofition, 
and  by  the  interpolitioii  of  the  govern- 
ment of  France,  he  was  detected*  The 
government  appointed  a comniiwee  of, 
eight  men  of  great  learning  Ec  i.b’lit  es 
t»  enquire  into  and  appreciate  the  me- 
rit of  this  new  difcovei  y.  Thefe  pliilo- 
fopliers,  among  whom  were  the  illuftri- 
ous  names  of  Franllyi  and  L avoifieV,  aft- 
ter  found  inveftigation  ai.d  numerous 
i xperinieius,  concluded  that  this  boafted 
*‘ Animal  Magiictlfm"  had  no  real  ex- 
iflance  in  nature  ; that  Mesmer  was  ei- 
ther an  arrant  imp.’fter  or  a deceived  fa- 
natic. 

The  favorable  reception  of  the  quack 
medicine  of  St.  Germain,  his  “ Artifici- 
al I'ea,”  namtd  Tea  for  prolonging  ifre, 
and  Gount  Calioftro’s  “ Balm  of  Lif^ 
is  a proof  how  the  people  are  to  be  de- 
ceived. Calioftro  pretended  he  had  at- 
tained the  age  of  upwards  of  two  hull- 
ed years,  and  that  he  was  rendered  in- 
ulneiable  to  poifoii.  Thefe  hold  alTer- 
ns  could  not  fail  to  excite  very  gene- 
ral attention.  The  infpired  father  Gaf- 
ner  aferibed  all  difeafes  to  diabolical  a- 
gency,  contending  th.at  Sataii,  the  grand 
enemy  of  mankind,  has  power  to  fliorten 
our  lives  by  difeafes.  Vaft  numbers  of 
credulous  people  flocked  to  this  fanatic 
for  the  purpofe  of  obtaining  relief. 
Multitudes  of  patients  bcTieged  him  in 
his  quarters  every  day ! Perkins’  metallic 
tractors  are  no  lefs  an  inipofition  orpiec* 
of  qiiacker.y  ; and  every  body  in  .^me^ 
rica  knows  with  what  admira>-ion  they 
have  been  received  and  how  efficacious 
they  have  been  thought  to  be  in  almoft 
every  complaint. 

Inftancesof  the  great  fuccefsof quacks 
in  im.pofing  thcmfelves  and  their  l\tna- 
ceas^  their  Nostrums,  Etc.  upon  the  peo- 
ple, as  1 before  obferved,  are  ininiberlefs. 
Biu^thefe  are  fufficient  to  prove  to  any 
rcal^n^ji^qHiiind,  that  the  people  are  not 
tliSW.’^R^les  to  whom  we  can  apjeal, 
in  order  to  know  the  tnedicai  qualtfica- 
ilons  of  any  man.  The  abfurdity  of 
any  univerfal  medicine  can  only  obtain 
credit  with  the  weak,  the  credulous,  or 
the  ignorant.  1 will  conclude  with  the 
following  juft  fentinients  of  the  fameus 
Dr.  WiiUch  unon  the  abfurdity  of  uni- 
ycrfal  rtmcdits  : ‘‘ How,  for  inftance,j 
can  It  be  conceived,  that  the  fame  reme- 
dy fliould  be  capable  of  reftoring  the 
TOiie  of  the  fibres  when  they  are  relaxed, 
and  alfo  have  the  power  of  relaxing 
them  when  they  are  too  rigid  ; that  it 
(hould  coagulate  the  fluids  when  th 
are  in  a ftatc  of  refolution,  and  then 
gain  attenuate  them  wlien,jliey  arc  toi 
vifeid  ; llixt  it  fliould  moderate  the 
nerves  in  a ftate  of  preternatural  fenfi- 
bility,  and  likewife  rtftore  them  to  their 
proper  degree  of  irritability  when  they 
are  in  a conti.iry  ftate.” 

I here  clofe  my  ohjeiftions  to  your 
publication  replying  to  Medicus.  I 
truft  you  are  now  ready  to  believe  with 
me,  thatyourapprehenfions  were  grouiid- 
lefs  ; that  no  corporation  was  defigned 
to  take  place,  excluding  men  defeiving 
refpeft  ; that  a regulation  for  the  prac- 
of  medicine,  fuggefted  by  Medicus, 
ill  not  be  attended  with  all  thofe  evils 
'.which  you  imagine,  but  on  the.contraiy, 
that  it  is  pregnant  with  all  thole  benefi- 
cial confequenres  which  rcfult  from  the 
encouragement  of  fcience,  of  excellence 
and  of  every  thing  noble  and  honora- 
ble.

fure)  that  “ the  profefled  obje6H 
of  the  Farmer  is  to  controvert  the 
idea  of  fcientific  qualifications  being 
necelTary  to  diredl  the  pradtice  of 
phylic  but  you  are  unable  to  point 
out  where  the  Farmer  has  faid  fo.— 
A disinterested  and  impartial  reader 
would  rather  fay  that  the  Farmer’s 
objeiSl  was  to  prove  that  injuftice 
and  evil  confequences  would  follow, 
if  the  legiilature  were  to  ereft  a cor- 
poration to  defignate  the  charadlers 
that  fliould  pra£lice  medicine  in  this 
ftate.  How  the  learned  and  fcien- 
tific “ Citizen”  could  have  been  led 
into  this  milfake,  I do  not  know,  qn- 
lefs  he  belonged  to  the  tribe  of  “ Me- 
dicus,”  and  the  Monkish  cap  and 
long  gown  and  formal  diploma  of 
the  corporate  doCfor,  were  in  his 
mind  identified  with  the  real  phyli- 
cian.  It  is  annifmg,  indeed,  “Citi- 
zen,” to  think  how  far  the  prejudi- 
ces of  fome  wiil  carry  them.  For- 
merly every  big  man  had  his  titles 
of  knight  and  baronet  and  earl  ar" 
duke  ; and  panted  as  ardently  to  en- 
creafe  them  as  the  child  did  his  gew- 
gaw or  his  play  things.  Tliis  difpo- 
fition  pervaded  every  clafs  of  indi- 
viduals in  fociety,  until  it  reached 
the  fchool  men.  Becaufe  the  officer, 
the  pried,  and  the  nobleman,  had 
their  titles,  the  fcholar,  forgetting 
all  the  ideas  of  merit  which  were 
•ttached  to  thatcharadler,  muft  have 
titles  alfo  : and  thus  B.  A.  and  M. 
A.  and  L.  L.  D.  and  the  Lord  knows 
what,  became  as  common  in  fociety, 
as  his  grace  and  lordlliip  and  honour- 
able and  right  honorable,  &c.  &c. 
Becaufe,  too,  the  nobleman  had  his 
infignia  and  coat  of  arms,  the  fchool- 
man  mull  have  his  diploma  and  cap 
aild  gown. — Forfooth  the  little  va- 
nity of  both  mud  be  gratified  by 
pompous  names  and  idle  di(lin6lions. 
Originally  they  may  have  been  con- 
ferred upon  real  merit.  But  who 
does  not  know  that  they  have  been 
conferred  upon  the  ignorant  and 
cowardly  as  well  as  on  the  learned  & 
brave  ? Who  does  not  know  that  the 
M.  D.  and  L.  L.  D.  is  as  often  con 
ferred  upon  him  who  can  pay  th 
GRINDER,  t as  upon  him  who  is  e 
pert  ill  fcholaftick  fyllogifm,  or  jj|of- 
felTed  of  extenfive  icartiing  ik  kirow 
ledge.?  I't  is, time  foi  the  mind  to 
(hake  off  prejudice,  and  refpeil  for 
high  founding  names  and  pompous 
didiniSlIons  ; to  fubmit  only  to  the 
authority  of  reafon  ; a»nd  do  homage 
to  merit,  whether  it  is  found  in  the 
humble  citizen,  or  under  .the  more 
dillinguifiied  appellation  of  Do6lor. 
We  want  no  corporate  body  to  give 
titles  in  literature,  no  more  than  we 
want  a monarch  to  confer  titles  of 
nobility  ; and  if  the  “ Citizen”  or 
“ Medicus”  are  anxious  to  obtain 
and  wear  them,  they  muft  import 
them  from  a foreign  country.  Com- 
petition will  difeover  talents  ; and 
bring  them  into  view  from  every  fi- 
tuation  in  life.  And  it  is  the  poli- 
cy of  our  conftitution,  neither  to  de- 
ftroy  competition  ; nor  to  enable  the 
corporate  dodlor  to  lord  it  over  his 
untitled  rival. 

As  titles  have  been  obtained  in 
Europe,  how  can  we  hope  they  will 
not  be  fo  obtained  in  America  ? — 
There  are  inftances  even  here, 
where  they  were  conferred  upon 
motives  far  diftant  from  a defire  to 
promote  literature.  The  world 
knows  how  America  v^as  amufed  a 
few  years  fince,  when  the  pompous 
title  of  L.  I..  D.  was  conferred  up- 
on Jonathan  Dayton  and  Timoiii^' 
Pickering  ; men  who  were  Ignorant 
of  the  laws  of  their  country  ; and 
who  betrayed  that  ignorance  by  liv- 
ing in  the  daily  habit  of  violating 
them;  but  upon  whom  the  title  was 
conferred  to  give  them  the  dignity  & 
fame  of  learning,  and  to  raife  them 
to  higher  diftindlion  and  confequence 
in  the  world.  Can  we  be  fccure  that

For 
no  man  who  miilakes  the  objedl  of 
another,  which  a man  of  plain  fenfe, 
wtdk  running  can  perceive ; who 
confounds  title  witii dignity  ; who  at 
onetime  makes  the  Fanner  an  ivao- 
rant  clodhopper,  and  at  another,  a 
petty-fog-iiig  attorney  can  ever 
jiiifs  examination,  and  juftiy  obtain 
the  name  of  medical  doHor.

NATURAL  ‘CURIOSITY. 

IN  the  (late  of  North  Carolina,  and 
neighborhood  of  Salifbury,  about  eight 
years  ago,  a very  remarkable  wall  was 
difeovered.  Its  diftance  from  I bird 
creek,  a confiderable  dream,  is  about  one 
quarter  of  a mile,  from  the  South  Yad- 
kin river,  about  two  and  a half  or  three 
miles  ; and  from  the  Atlantic  ocean, 
not  lei’s  than  one  hundred  and  lixty  or 
feventy  miles.  Its  direftion  is  nearly 
northweft  and  fouth  ead.  Since  itsdil- 
covery  various  attempts  have  been  made 
to  afeertain  its  length,  breadth,  depth, 
and  the  materials  of  which  it  is  compo- 
fed.  Its  top  is  at  unequal  didances,  be 
low  the'furface  of  the  earth,  thougn  it 
generally  rifes  as  the  furtace  rifes,  and 
finks  as  it  finks.  A pit  has  been  dug. 
befide  the  wall,  to  the  depth  of  twenty- 
feven  feet,  but  no  appearance  of  its  ter- 
mination downwards.  The  tliicknefs 
is  uniformly  the  fatne,  viz.  two  leet. 
Its  length  has  not  been  afeertained  ; 
but  from  the  place  where  the  pit  has 
been  funk,  the  wall  has  been  known  to' 
extend  more  than  orfe  hundred  feet, 
down  the  hill,  and  parallel  with  a branch 
which  runs  near.  Above  the  pit  it  ex- 
tends one  hundred  and  fifty  leet  in  a 
direft  line.  It  then  forms  a fegment  of 
aMarge  circle,  for  about  1 5 feet,  and 
then  proceeds  in  a right  line,  parallel 
with,  but  fix  or  feven  feet  out  of  the 
d direftion.  The  face  on  each  fide  the 
wall,  is  fmooth  and  even  -;  all  the  dones 
of  an  irregular  fize  and  lhape.  '1  he 
larged  are  near  the  fize  of  cotnmon 
brick,  the  fmalled  not  larger  than  the 
end  of  a man’s  thumb.  The  large  doiies 
are  all  laid  lengthwife,  acrofs  t-hc  wall-— 
the  finall  of  which  the)e  are  a great 
Dumber,  are  ufed  to  fill  up  the  interdi- 
ces  between  them.  The  texture  ot 
the  done, is  of  a peculi'ar  kind,  and  dif- 
ferent from  any  in  the  neighborhood 
except  one  quarry,  which  is  at  the.dii- 
tance  from  the  wall  of  about  one  half 
of  a mile.  T he  cement  is  of  a whitilh 
color,  and  appears  to  contain  much  lime  ; 
but  when  analyfed,  yields  iron  without 
lime. 

'I'he  difeovery  of  this  wall,  which  can 
fcarcely  be  thought  a natural  produftion, 
feems  to  drengthen  the  opinion  of  thofe 
who  believe  that  this  Wedern  World 
has  once  b-*forc  been  inhabited  by  a ei-

MANUFACTURE  OF  KNIVES 
AT  THIERS,  IN  FRANCE 
The  ■fubdivifion  of  labour  in  this 
jnanufaAurcis  higlily  remarkable. — 
1.  The  iron  in  bar*  are  fubjedt  to 
the  atlion  of  great  hammers,  moved 
by  the  force  of  water,  which  reduce 


the  bars  to  the  >-cquifite  breadth  and 
tliicknefs.  1.  The  blackfmith  at 
the  forge  then  cuts  out  and  fafliions 
the  blade.  3.  In  the  mean  time  an 
other  workman  prepares  the  hold  of 
iron  to  which  the  blade  is  to  be  fix 
ed.  4.  Another  makes  the  fpring 
5,  A different  perfon  prepares  the 
handle.  6.  A woman  forms  the  or 
naments,  which  are  to  appear  where 
the  nails  faften  the  pieces  of  the 
handle  together.  7*  ^ rough  un 
poliflied  blade'is  put  into  the  hands 
of  a workman  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to 
file  it  down.  8.  From  him  it 
transferred  to  another,  who  poliflies 
it  and  lharpens  it  to  the  proper  deli- 
cacy of  edge.  9.  Laftly  another 
perfon  takes  all  thefe  different  pieces 
and  puts  it  together  in  a knife.  Each 
of  thei'e  nine  different  perfons  con 
fines  himfelf  for  life  to  his  own 
branch  of  work.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  in  the  town  is  but 
15,000;  and  of  ihofc  10,000  arc 
thus  employed  in  the  inanufadluring 
of  cutlery.  The  peafantry  of  the 
environs.tothe  diftance  offome  miles 
around,  follow  the  fame  ocupati- 
on.  And  in  this  fmall  and  infer- 
tile dirtridl,  there  are  probably  not 
fewer  than  20,000  perfons  w'ho  earn 
their  fuhfiftance  by  making  knives 
and  fcilTars.  .
